A bold and shocking murder was committed 
in Brooklyn on the night of Nov. 22, ‘Tho victlia was a 
wealthy Cuban thextrioal manager, nawed José Garcia 
Otere, Who camo to this country achort time ago on 
business connectod with his profession, Ho loft his 
temporary stoppiug place, the Barcelona Hotel, in 
Great Joucs at, betweon siz and sovgn o'elock in the 
evening, in company with afriond named José Gon- 
sales, Senor Olory nit from £8,000 to 610,000 on bis 
Porson. After leaying bis botol ho waa Joined by other 
pertics, the wholn proceeding to Brooklyn, whero, at 
ten o'clock the camo ovoning, Otero was found mar- 
dered, Witt bis body wus not then cold, A. dagger and 
two razors wore found near biw, which at first gave 
19 to tho idea that he had committed snfoido; bnt 
closer investigation rovenled the fact that ho was bra: 
tally murderod by one or moro persons, A pair of 
gloves, with seyoral cuts in the fingers, was also found 
near (ho body. On the following day the police, while 
‘on the watch for Gonzales near the. Vera Cruz steamor, 
arrested n Cuban uamed Pellioier wearing thick woolen 
gloves. Phe persou of the prisoner was examinod, when 
it was diecoyered that bis hands wero oul in soveral 
places, aud thot the cats corresponded with those on 
tho gloyes found near tho body of the murdorod man. 
or at first donicd all knowlodgo of the orime, bat 
Wards was indoced to make a confession to Capt. 
Waddy, the Sponish Consul and Mr, Cnyas, propriotor 
of tho Barcelona Hotel, Ilis statement is not very 
trostrorthy on some points; but It disclosed tho hiding 
place of Gonzales, who was arrested at a German board. 
ing-houso in Contre-st, About $5,000 in gold and Dills of 
exchange, belonging to tho murdered man, woro 
found ia Gonzales's tom, at the house in which ho was 
captured. Tue Spanish Consol and Mr, Cuyag, pro- 
prictor of tho Barcelona Hotel, on the 26th bad an in. 
terview at tho Station-Honse in Brooklyn with Gonzales, 
who persisted in donying bis gnilf, and mnde a weak 
attempt to givo on explanation favorable for biusolf of 
the way in which be became possessed of the drafts be- 
longing to Otero, 

The faneram of the murdered Cuban, Otero, 


took place from a Catholio Glureh in Brooklyn on Nov. 


nud wus largely attended, The yordict of the 
roner’s Jars wus that the deceased was killed by 
Goucales, Pellioivs, aud other purdes unknown.

‘The 
third day's procesdings inclode the examination of the 
koverness jn the family, whose cvidence rvoulle a pain 
ful history of domestio life,

impertincatly interfering in our domestio concerne. 


Jobn Tillman, the colored man who most 
brutally violated the person of Lillle Boring a 
of child of five yoare, was tried before the Court 
Sessions of this city on Noy. 28, and evidence of his guilt 
adduced of tho most revolting charactor, His 
counsel aNempted no dofense, and tho Judge gare him 
the extreme sentence of tho Inw—20 years in the State 
Prison at bard Inbor. Tho onso is ono of the moat 
horrible we have ever knowa even in this hot-bed of 
crime. 


Saturday was the 82d anniversary of the 
oyacuntion of this elty by tho British troops in 1763, on 
the conclusion of the War of Lndependence.

Tho next day tho white clergymen of Stuunton met, 
aud foted thas thereafter no colored man abould proach 
in that place, but that once in four weeks one of their 
number should preach exclusively to tho blacks, The 
bluck mombere of the Methodist Chusoh, 300 in num- 
bor, and poying nesrly all the parish expousos, there- 
upon seceded, louving that churoh to ita 18 white aem- 
bers, aud orgusiaed a flourishing church of their own 
fu the spacious room of a onrriuge mannfactory. Tho 
Baptist clergyman, seeing tho rum of the Methodist 
Church, and conscious of tho inability of ts own white 
Uvok to sustain him, tmmediatoly scat an offer of his 
vestry to a ovlored Baptist clergyman. Tho offer was 
accepted, and ever incu that duy tho tro most Hourish- 
ing euurehce in Staunton are the Black Methodist and 
tho White-and-black Baptist. 

Tho General Assombly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the Southern States will hold its auvusl meet- 
ing in Mucou, Georgia, on ‘Tharaday, tho idth day of 
December, ‘Lhe Committeo of Commissious will 
weet at the same time and place, and the proceedings 
of the two bodies will bo looked for with no emall in- 
terost.

A gigantic, pervading “institution,” known 
as Slavery, has hitherto possessed and mastered 
the South. Itwasat once powerful and jealous, 
omnipresent and exacting. Whoever came 
within its sphero was compelled to do homa: 
at its shrine, No lawyer conld plead, no doctor 
practice, no clergyman preach, no editor pub- 
lish, at the South, who did not loudly and con- 
stantly yociforate that Slavery was beneficent 
aud Divine. Slavery was the sun around which 
each lesser nminary revolved; it was the touch- 
stone of soundness in faith, morals or politics. 
A. politicinn, especially, might indulge avy 
caprice, ride any hobby, upbold any absurdit 
provided ho was but a devotee of Slavery: 
but this was indispensable. 

‘At length, Slavery has passed away. Tho fact 
may be doplored; tho motives of this or that 
class may be impugned; the beneficonce of the 
transformation disputed; still, the fact romaine. 
American Slavery is dead, and its remains re- 
quire prompt avd final burial. 

‘Tho relation has perished; the people remain. 
Within tho region which was proponderantly 
Rebel, thore are to-day some Four to Five Mil- 
lions of Whites and: Three Millions of Blac! 
‘They are intormingled in the same communities, 
and diffused over an area of somo Half a Million 
aqnaro miles of arable soil in a genial clime.
